97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary.

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(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, 26 ems by 50 
ems, On good paper, in imperial octavo 
form, each page when folded measuring 
1034 inches by 7% inches. There shall 
be a marginal number every fifth line of 
each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 


In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

“1. The member municipalities of The 
Corporation of the Village of Lillooet, 
The Corporation of the Village of Pem- 
berton, the Resort Municipality of Whist- 
ler, and Electoral Areas B, C, and D of 
the regional district participate in the 
function granted by this Division. 

“2. The Regional Board may provide, 
operate, and maintain a public library 
service within the area of the Regional 
District and may acquire and dispose of 
property both real and personal for the 
purpose. 


“3. For the purposes of this function, 
the Regional Board may, by by-law, enter 
into an agreement or agreements with the 
Library Development Commission and 
such agreements would be subject to the 
provisions of section 5 of the Public 
Libraries Act. 


“4, The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall be apportioned among 
the member municipalities on the basis of 
assessment, as fixed for school purposes 
in the current year, excluding property 
that is taxable for school purposes only 
by special Act, in the said member mu- 
nicipalities and shall not exceed the prod- 
uct of 142 mills on the taxable assessed 
values for school purposes in the current 
year, excluding property that is taxable 
for school purposes only by special Act 
in the said member municipalities. 


“5. No debt, other than temporary 
current borrowing, shall be incurred for 
the purposes of this function. 


“6. Upon the amendment of supple- 
mentary Letters Patent granted to the 
Thompson-Nicola Regional District that 
grant the function of Public Library Ser- 
vice, the powers and duties granted to the 
Squamish-Lillooet Regional District by 
this function may be jointly exercised 
with the Thompson-Nicola Regional Dis- 
trict.” 


And that the Letters Patent of the 
Squamish-Lillooet Regional District be 
deemed to be further amended accord- 
ingly.
